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1. The drawings axe objected to because figures 4 and 5 are each two 
drawings. They should be shown and described separately. A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application.

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a 
whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Iwahori. This connector comprises a body 32 with a seizing element 50a, 
and a corresponding connector. The connector comprises an outer lining 52 at 
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one end 31c that is slid parallel to the coupling face and is stuck by the seizing 
element. In regard to claim 2, the outer lining further comprises a sliding clasp 
(the wall of groove 55). It would have been obvious to use this connector on a 
handheld data processor which suffers from repeated connections and 
disconnections and would have benefited from a low insertion force connector 
that lessens wear and damage to the contacts. 



7. Claim 4-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims, and overcoming the 
claim objections. 



8. The device of Kuboto also comprises a seizing element and outer lining 
similar in function and structure to that of the present invention.
